SOME INTERESTING VINES. 


THE CLIMBING 
HYDRANGEA. 
(Hydrangea petiolaris.) 
This is the plant so commonly 
though improperly known as 
Schizophragma  hydrangeoides. 
The latter is tender north of 
Washington, whereas this is a 
perfectly hardy climber, and 
some notable examples exist in 
this vicinity. A slow growing 
climber, except when placed in a 
shady location against a wall or 
tree trunk support, where it 
makes moderately rapid growth. 
The foliage is of a rich, glossy 
green, broadly heart-shaped, and forms a perfect screen. 
The flowers are borne in profusion in July, when they 
are particularly attractive in their showy broad flat heads 
of pure white flowers.
